Proposal is to extend the hours of operation later, 
but still maintain the same amount of trains 
operating on each line. 
Final outbound trains and next-to-last trains would depart 
later. 
The corresponding final inbound trains on the Middleboro 
and Greenbush Lines would depart later. 
This more evenly distributes evening service across the 
total service hours instead of creating a large gap in 
service. 
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The proposal has strong support from South Shore communities, as 
indicated in a letter from the MBTA Advisory Board to the FMCB.
